It has been stated by persons who 


have been in positions to 'know, among 
tbem a gentlemen who was in Presi- 
dent Arthur's Cabinet, that no living 
person in or out of the Treasury De- 
partment can tell even approximately 
the amount of. greenbacks' that have 
been or are now in circulation. The 
notes hare not been registered and the 
Treasury books only give the amount 
authorized to be issued by the several 
acts of Congress. The Department, 
however, assumes to know to a dollar 
and periodically gives an array.of fig- 
ures to ehow what the per capita cir- 
culation is. The gold financiers assert 
that there is $23.34 in circulation for 
every man, woman and child in the 
United Stntes aud the Treasury state- 
ments are quoted in support of the 
contention. 


Representative W. C. Jones, who was 


elected to Congress by the Fusionists 
in the Second District of Washington, 
questions the accuracy of the. state- 
ments of tha gold men and figures out 
the per capita circulation of legal ten- 
der money at $11 or thereabouts. He 
proposes to definitely ascertain the 
amount and for that purpose has intro- 
duced a bill which provides that the 
paper currency issued prior to 1890, 
shall, within six months after the bill 
becomes a law, be returned to _the 
Treasury Department for registration 
or redemption. 
All such currency 


not returned within six months shall 
be deeuaed to have been lost or des- 
troyed, and if presented after the ex- 
piration of. six months shall be re 
deemed at the rate of 95 cents on the 
dollar. 


This is substantially the method 


adopted by States, counties and manic, 
ipalities with respect to their warrants 
on which tho interest ceases within 
thirty or sixty days after a call. 
A 


similar coarse was pursued by the 
Natiouttl Government some yours ago 
when the old Spanish silver coins, 
which had been a legal tender, were 
called in by the Treasury Department, 
and were receivable at their land 
offices aud postofflijea at their nominal 
value up to a given date. 


Representative Jones says the chief 


object rif the bill is to ascertain the 
amourif, of paper currency actually in 
existence. 
IVheri t h e aiouo.v trust be- 


gan to ran tho financial (iffiihs of the 
Government, in its interest and with- 
drew mill-oils of greenbacks, which 
were non-mi urest bearing, and substi- 
tuted 
therefor 
Government 
bonds 


which bore iulerest, $316,000,000 of 
greenbacks were supposed to be left in 
circulation. Though millions of greeu 
backs were lost or destroyed during or 
immediately a?ter the war, the gold 
men in estimating the amount of paper 
money now'in circulation invariably 
reckon the full amount, of $346,000,000 
as if none had been destroyed. Con- 
gressman Jones desires to know in the 
interest of the public if thnt estimate 
is correct arid hia bill provides the 
only practical motbod of determining 
whether it is or not. 


SPANISH Government bonds, aggre- 


gating $400,000,000, are in the hands of 
French, German uud English holders. 
Spain shrewdly mada the bonds de- 
pendent upon Cuban revenues. Thip, 
of course, enlisted the investors for 
the cause of Spain, and these influ- 
ences, have, accordingly, been felt for 
a long time as opposed to the insurgent 
cause. Now, however, when it is found 
that Spain is unable to subdue the 
rebels, and that the security may go 
glimmering, the bondholders are re- 
ported as solicitous that tho United 
States shall interpose to bring about 
peace.

But though crime 
js rare in Iceland and its inhabitants 
are distinguished for honesty and puri- 
ty of morals there is, of course, provi- 
sion for the administration of justice, 
which consists, first of all, in the sher- 
iff's courts; next, by appeals to the 
court of three judges at Reikiavik, the 
capital, and lastly in all criminal and 
most civil cases to .the supreme court at 
Copenhagen, the capital of Denmark, of 
which kingdom the island forms a part. 
The island of Panaris, one of the Lipari 
group, is equally fortunate in having 
neither prisons nor lawyers nnd being 
absolutely destitute of both paupers and 
criminals.—Boston Transcript.
